After 4 hours and 40 minutes of I 
noise and at times disorder and 
confusion, the stockholders' m eet­ 
ing was recessed Wednesday until 
noon next Tuesday, when the in­ 
spectors will report on the vote.

He 
obviously referred to U. S. charges 
that leftist Guatemala recently re­ 
ceived a large arm s shipment from 
behind the Iron Curtain.

The May term of Delta County 
Circuit Court came to an abrupt 
end this morning following a rul­ 
ing by Judge R. W. Nebel that a 
question asked a prospective juror 
was im proper and that the case 
be declared a mistrial. 
The case of Edward Janonowicz, 
adm inistrator of Walter 
Jasono- 
wicz, deceased vs Blanch O ’Con­ 
nor, adm inistrator of the estate of 
Eileen 
Kjellgren, deceased, had 
been called and H. Vielmetti, a t­ 
to rn ey for the plaintiff, in ques­ 
tioning the first prospective juror, 
asked him if he w ere a m em ber 
of any m utual insurance company. 
Attorney Denis McGinn for the 
defense promptly objected, declar­ 
ing that the question was im prop­ 
er for the reason that it implied 
that the case was of a different 
nature than the one set forth in 
the complaint. The judge sustain­ 
ed the objection and declared the 
case a mistrial. It was continued to 
the next term of circuit court. 
This action was followed by the 
dismissal of jurors called for the 
term, bringing to an end one of the 
longest court sessions in years. 
The only ju ry case tried in the 
current term — Mary J. Dwyer vs 
the City of Escanaba—a personal 
injury suit, ended

Alger-Delta’s 
southern 
area, Wa cents per KWH, which 
is about the present 
rate 
paid 
Wisconsin-Michigan, compared to 
the previous offer of lVfe 
cents; 
and I 3/10 cents per KWH for 
the northern 
Alger-Delta 
area, 
compared to the offer of I 7/10 
cents made last fall. 
In discussion the directors 
of 
Algor-Dclta appeared to take

dim view of the

proposal, 
because they said it does not offer 
"a

area,” 
They pointed out that no new 
electric generation for this area 
is contemplated in the offer; thai

“Competitive Situation” 
(Alger-Delta has been granted 
an $8,257,000 loan by the Rural

banker and ‘fixer’. 
“Three out of four nations now 
license imports, while 55 out of 80 
require 
exchange 
permits. The 
power to license, and thus control, 
imports has completely nullified 
tariff reductions and rendered sup­ 
posedly liberal trade quotas m ean­ 
ingless.” 
Harnischfeger said that the pre­ 
valence of import controls, and the 
great differences in 
wages 
be­ 
tween America, Europe and the 
Far East, make 
maintenance 
of 
some selective tariffs essential to 
protect our workers.

trade 
may be desirable in some mass 
production industries where labor 
costs are relatively low.

Tax Equality In All Counties

N a recent editorial discussing the effect 
of the 
decision

A ttorney 
G eneral 
F rank M illard that the state assessed valu ­ 
ation m ust be used for tax

districts, 
w e erroneously and unintentionally 
used 
the tax assessm ent figures for th e City of 
Escanaba and

Delta 
County. 
The 1954 assessed valuation in 
D elta 
County is $33,598,628. The state equalized 
valuation is $39,875,000. The valuation in 
Escanaba is approxim ately $15,000,000 and 
the state equalized valuation in Escanaba 
is approxim ately $18,000,000. The 
latter 
figures w ere erroneously credited as the 
com parative figures for D elta County 
in 
the recent editorial. 
The attorney general’s ruling m eans an 
additional $90,000 in tax revenue in Delta 
County. This m oney will be divided be­ 
tween the schools and the county govern­ 
m ent on the basis of the 
tax 
allocation 
form ula. For Escanaba schools, 
for 
in ­ 
stance, it w ill m ean seven m ills tax on an 
additional $3,000,000, or about $21,000 ad­ 
ditional.

Words, W it & Wisdom

A week or so ago in response to a read­ 
e r’s question about the origin of the phrase 
“The ghost w alks,” m eaning “P ayday 
is 
here,” I retold an old 
th eatrial 
legend 
crediting it to a touring com pany of H am ­ 
let w hose “G host” refused to w alk unless 
long overdue w ages w ere paid. 
I recall first hearing this tale some 25 
years ago. At the tim e I w as 
fortunate 
enough to tread the boards for a sum m er 
or two in the com pany of a 
group 
oi 
youngsters who w ent on to m ake 
great 
nam es for them selves in motion pictures 
and on the legitim ate stage. H enry Fonda, 
M argaret Sullivan and Jam es S tew art are 
th ree of the illustrious alum ni 
of 
that 
group— but I ’m not sure I can credit my 
first hearing of this legend to any of them . 
lf m em ory serves, the ghost w alked w ith 
a notably light tread for our 
particular 
com pany, since the w eekly sti|>ened for all 
hands—there w ere no 
“sta rs”— was 
$10 
plus board and room per person. 
But enough of such m em ories. The rea­ 
son for bringing the subject up again 
is 
th a t one of my m ore learned friends, an 
English professor at a nearby college, has 
tw itted m e thus: “ I am afraid you have 
accepted a fanciful legend, one adm ittedly 
appealing to an actor’s vanity, rath er than 
a dem onstrably m ore probable theory of 
the origin of the phrase ‘the ghost walks'! 
“First, the character of 
the 
Ghost 
in 
H am let, though im portant in setting the 
mood of the play and establishing the m o­ 
tivation for some of H am let’s later actions, 
is actually a very sm all part. It is alm ost 
inconceivable th at any actor could m ake 
his playing of this role indispensable to the 
success of the production. Thus, 
if 
the 
“G host’ had refused to ‘w alk’ unless he 
w ere paid, the com pany 
m anager 
would 
probably have fired him and w alked on 
in the p art him self. 
“Secondly, an obvious source for the 
phrase can be found in Act One,

W ASHINGTON—The huge senate 
cau ­ 
cus room, scene of the off-again, ori-agam 
M cCarthy hearings, was the stage for a n ­ 
other hearing last week at which the tele­ 
vision cam eras w ere significantly absent. 
In m any respects, however, it 
was 
far 
more im portant to the man in the street 
than the escapades of Messrs. Cohn arid 
Beltine. 
Though the kleig lights were low, 
the 
stakes were high, because television itself 
was on trial — in fact, the whole future 
of the industry will be 
affected 
by 
the 
findings of a senate subcommittee headed 
by G OP Sen. Charles Potter of Michigan. 
Potter and his colleagues were investi­ 
gating a dog-eat-dog battle for the control 
of TV channels and their advertising gold. 
The Potter subcommittee, specifically, is 
probing for answers to an alarm ing state 
of monopoly and restraint of trade affect­ 
ing both VBF (very high frequency) tele­ 
vision, the kind most of us look at, and 
UHF ( ultra high 
frequency) 
television, 
w hich provides more channels and better 
reception. 
It is common knowledge in the industry 
that the two m ajor networks which tele­ 
vised the M cC arthy-Amay hearings as 
a 
public service 
ABC and 
Du M ont— are 
fighting for survival against the w ealthier, 
m ore pow erful NBG and 
CBS 
netw orks. 
NHC and CBS have not televised the Mc­ 
C arthy hearings because they encroached 
on valuable advertising revenue. Du Mont 
and ABC did televise, partly because they 
had little advertising to be disrupted. 
W EAK-KNEED FCC 
Unless congress, or the Justice 
D epart­ 
m ent or the w eak-kneed Federal C om m un­ 
ications Com m ission 
does 
som ething 
to 
checkrein the snow balling m onopoly, both 
ABC and Du M ont will eventually go un­ 
der. N either can cope w ith the big-tim e 
com petition of CBS and NRC, which blank­ 
et the popular teleview ing hours on w eek 
nights and Sundays with 
hit 
program s 
sponsored by Ford, RGA, G eneral Motors, 
G eneral Electric, C olgate-Palm olive, S tan- 
ard Oil, B ennis W atches. Philip 
M orris, 
C hesterfield, Lucky Strike, Cam els, 
U p ­ 
to n ’s Tea. and other big advertisers. 
The program ing 
favoritism 
by 
these 
pow erful com m ercial 
sponsors 
is 
even 
tougher on UHF stations, whose ad v ertis­ 
ing m arket is lim ited by the fact that hom e 
view ers req u ire special receiving sets 
to 
dial in UHF program s. This lim ited m arket 
does not appeal to TV 
hucksters 
w ith 
produc ts to sell. 
T here are now 250 VBF stations on the 
air, com pared w ith only 127 UHF stations. 
M ost of the latter are either losing money 
or struggling to break even. O thers lucky 
enough to have netw ork 
affiliations 
in 
areas not blanketed by VHF stations, are 
m aking a little money. Several 
already 
have folded. 
The tragedy is th a t the Federal 
Com ­ 
m unications Com m ission has 
encouraged 
the construction of UHF stations, both be­ 
cause they are capable of im proved recep­ 
tion (as FM stations in radio) and because 
the frequency spectrum will accom m odate 
a m uch greater num ber 
of 
them 
than 
VHF transm itters. 
T he FCC has estim ated th a t tile spec­ 
trum is capable of m ore than 1,300 UHF 
television station assignm ents, against 
a 
national m axim um of approxim ately 500 
VHF stations. In addition, w hile VHF sta ­ 
tions are lim ited to 12 channels in 
the 
spectrum , UHF stations can operate on 70 
channels, from channel 
14 
through 
83. 
However, after encouraging 
the 
invest­ 
m ent of private capital in UHF, the FCC 
hasn’t lifted a finger to keep UHF stations 
in business. 
UNFAIR DISCRIMINATION 
In fact, the FCC seem s to have m ade a 
policy of discrim inating against UHF sta ­ 
tions in cases w here th ere has been a con­ 
flict of interest w ith better-heeled 
VHF 
com petitors. In A tlantic City UHF station, 
W FPG, reconly w as driven out of business 
by VBF com petition from Philadelphia, 40 
m iles away. The F ederal C om m unications 
Com mission sim ply increased the pow er of 
the big P hiladelphia stations w hich drow n­ 
ed out A tlantic City and put W FPG out of 
busings. 
A sim ilar close-out occurre din St. Louis, 
w hen KACY-TV, operating on UHF ch an ­ 
nel 14. had to shut dow n because it w as 
unable to get 
netw ork program s. 
Jack 
G arrison, president of the station, told the 
P o tter subcom m ittee: 
“F orty-nine days ago, my station 
sus­ 
pended service to the 2.000,000 people in 
greater St. Louis. It w as at th a t tim e the 
m ost pow erful U H F station 
in 
A m erica, 
operating from the highest tow er in 
the 
m arket, w ith tho largest and most 
com ­ 
plete studios stalfed by experienced tele­ 
vision people. 
He said he opened his station on the ad ­ 
vice of two m em bers of the F ederal Com ­ 
m unications Com m ission, who 
told 
hint 
that “ UHF offered the best 
opportunity 
for an early sta rt in television and th at we 
w ould have from twro to three years to es­ 
tablish UHF in our area before there w’ould 
be additional VHF com pletion.” 
H ow ever, G arrison 
would 
have 
been 
m uch better off had he 
not 
taken 
the 
FCC’s “advice.” Not only was he unable 
to get “a single netw ork program ,” but the 
FCC w elshed on its prom ise not to approv e 
any additional VHF com peting stations in 
St. Louis 
N ote--O ne FCC m em ber who has con­ 
sistently foreseen and fought monopoly in 
television and who has cham pioned UHF 
stations under D em ocratic and 
R epubli­ 
can adm inistrations, is the 
FCC’s 
lady

ALBUQUERQUE UP — The first 
official attem pt to span the con­ 
tinent by am ateur radio relay on 
two meters is scheduled Saturday 
and Sunday and New Mexico hams 
apparently hold the key to suc­ 
cess.

The ARRL is a national organiza­ 
tion of hams formed 40 years ago 
to handle just, such relays as this. 
The average two m eter signal 
will travel between IOO and 200 
miles. An unofficial practice relay
